LONDON. Oct. 25—British voters 
turned out in huge numbers today 
in a fateful general election that 
will decide whether John Bull will 
return to Conservative rule under 
Winston Churchill. 
(lear skies and a last minute 
upsurge of public interest in the 
vital domestic and international 
issues at stake, contributed to 
the vast outpouring. 
The British electorate, making 
known its judgment on more than 
six years of Labor Party rule, ob­ 
viously w'as impressed by the final 
speeches of leading candidates em* 
phasizing that every v o t e w i l l 
count. The odds on Churchill’s fav­ 
ored Conservative Party slacked 
off from six to one to 9 to 2. The 
odds against a Labor victory stood 
at 3 to one. 
There were indications the total 
vote might approximate 30 million, 
which would be 85 per cent of the 
eligible ballots.

Quack 


Is Defeated 


By Brome 


Test Results 
Are Outlined 


TOPEKA, Kart., Oct. 25—Quack- 
grass, the tough and costly weed 
nest that plagues many farm ers, 
"nas met its m aster. Crop special­ 
ists have found that brome will 
strangle quack and p r e v e n t its 
spread. 
The man who intends to farm 
infested land must battle quack 
grass, for it crowds small grain, 
gobbles up moisture and plant 
food needed by clover, corn, po­ 
tatoes or other field crops. Until 
^ recent years following was the 
only known method of control. 
Gilbcr N. Brooks of Wisconsin has 
never seen an instance in which 
quack made headway a g a i n s t 
brome. He suggests two 
possible 
reasons: 
1. Brome has a root system that 
is superior. 
2. It is leafier than quack, 
it 
starts early, and produces a shad­ 
i n g effect. 
Arthur H Wolcott of Michigan 
observed that brome is the best 
quack fighter adapted to the area 
In tests conducted from 
1948 to 
1950, the best mixture for quack 
control was a seeding of one pound 
of ladino and four pounds of brome 
• • • 
LAST YEAH, after Wolcott found 
that the content of 
the 
mixture 
jrlotcrm incd amount of quack in the 
hay crop, 
he 
put 
two five-acre 
fields to a mixture of Mi pound of 
ladino, six pounds alfalfa, three 
brome, one each of alsike and tim ­ 
othy. In some parts of the field lit­ 
tle quack shows. This mixture prob­ 
ably is superior to alfalfa-brome 
because the timothy makes a fast­ 
er start than brome. The latter 
thickens the second year to fight 
quack. 
/ Brooks dug out a square foot of 
brome sod and a like amount of 
quack sod. The foamer was firmly 
bound together with a dense mass 
of fine, strong roots. Soil couldn’t 
be shaken out of it. 
Coursing through the quack sod 
were a few tough rootstocks, from 
which growing plants had emerged. 
The soil was shaken easily from 
this sod. Volume of root m aterial 
was small compared to that of 
C hrom e.

NEW YORK, Oct. 25— ‘If some­ 
one could just capture and bottle 
the smell of fresh, home - baked 
bread and bottle it. it’d run Chanel 
No. 5 right out of the market, ’ the 
big man said. 
“I’ll order a quart of it in ad­ 
vance,’’ his companion, a woman 
reporter, replied. “That wonderful, 
warm, yeasty smell! Mama used 
to bake on Tuesdays and Satur­ 
days.” 
“ And whatever tasted so good in 
all the world as the fresh heel, hot 
from the oven, and the melted but­ 
ter trickling over your fingers 
the big man asked, dreamily 
“Stop! You’re killing mc,” the 
woman ordered. “ I used to do the 
churning, and when we got the 
fresh bread all buttery and Grand­ 
ma opened up her q u i n c e pre­ 
serves.” 
“ Look who’s k i l l i n g whom!” 
cried the big man, who turned out 
to Ive James Beard, the gourmet, 
food editor of Argosy magazine and 
author of “The Fireside Cookbook ” 
“Nobody makes b r e a d a n y 
more,” the reporter mourned, “ It s 
a lost art. Everyone is weaned on 
store-boughten cotton. 
“Well, yes and no,” said Beard. 
“We re right in the middle of a 
generation that doesn’t know good 
bread from sour grapes. But we 
are also right in the middle of a 
renaissance and reformation in the 
bread department. 
“ You’d be surprised,” he contin­ 
ued, “at how many people are mak­ 
ing bread these days. I think you ll 
find that more and more people arc 
now making bread at home—not all 
the time, but at least every so of­ 
ten as a treat, like we used to 
make candy apples.” 
What surprises Beard is the sud­ 
den interest all over the country in 
sour dough bread. He can’t figure 
out for the life of him whether the 
interest is caused by all those radio 
and TV sagas of the Wild West and 
the Klondike, or what. 
“Land sakes, both my grandfath­ 
ers were sour doughs,” the woman 
said, “ and my father was really 


handy at making it, too. But I 
haven’t tasted it in years.” 
Well, said Beard, if you are real­ 
ly hungry for a loaf of sour dough, 
here s the recipe and go to it: 
Crumble a yeast cake or a pack­ 
age of yeast in one-half cup of luke­ 
warm water and let stand for ten 
minutes Then add two cups more 
of warm water, one tablespoon of 
sugar, one tablespoon of salt, two 
cups of sifted, enriched flour and 
mix v ell. Allow to stand in cover­ 
ed bowl, large enough to allow 
starter to increase four times in 
volume, for three days (that s what 
the man said) at a temperature of 
78 degrees and stir the mixture 
down once each day. 
On the fourth day (sounds like 
the story of creation, no), meas­ 
ure one cup of starter into a large 
bowl. 
To the remainder, add one cup 
of lukewarm water, one half cup 
flour, one teaspoon of sugar, cover 
and let stand until ready to make 
bread again (This is the real sour­ 
dough starter.) 
Next, take the large bowl into 
which you have put the one cup of 
starter and add one-half cup of 
scalded milk to which two table­ 
spoons of sugar and two t a b l e - 
speons of melted butter have been 
aded Cool this mixture until luke­ 
warm and then add to the cup of 
starter. Stir into this between two 
and three cups o( enriched flour. 
A medium stiff dough is the object. 
When that is achieved, turn out 
on a hoard and knead for ten min­ 
utes. Now, put in a greased bowl, 
brush with melted butter and cover. 
Let rise in w arm place in tempera­ 
ture from 80 to 85 degrees. Let it 
double in bulk (that’ll take 60 to 90 
minutes). Deflate and let rise again 
(40 minutes). Deflate once more 
and let rest for IO minutes. 
Rest yourself, too. 
Shape into loaves, put into greas­ 
ed bread tins and cover. When it 
has doubled in bulk, put in 400-de­ 
gree oven and bake 30 to 35 min­ 
utes. 
Now you’re a sour dough.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 25 — Agri­ 
culture 
Department 
researchers 
will celebrate fifty years of serv­ 
ice to the nation’s farmers t h i s 
week. 
The golden jubilee of the depart­ 
ment's plant industry station will 
be marked at the Beltsville. Md., 
researc h center Oct. 24 26. 
Retired employes who were on 
the staff when the bureau was 
founded in 1901 are to be honored 
at a dinner Thursday evening. 
Among the guests will be men 
who devoted their lives to serv­ 
ice to agriculture, men who cre­ 
ated new crops and 
prevented 
disasters to established crops. 
A small compact organization at 
the turn of the century, the plant 
industry bureau at Beltsville now 
covers more than 1500 acres, about 
15 miles north of Washington. 
At this research center all L’SDA 
experim ents in plants, soil and ag­ 
ricultural engineering are center­ 
ed. In addition to the offices and 
laboratories, there are five acres 
of greenhouses. 
Newest addition to the plant in­ 
dustry station is a greenhouse built 
last year to carry on studies with 
radioactive isotopes. 


culture researchers have brought 
forth. 
Here’s a typical example, recent­ 
ly announced: 
The scientists say that eastern 
farmers can follow a eorn-wheat 
sequence if they widen their corn 
row paces to 60 or 70 inches. 
They point out that this saves the 
tim e and labor of recultivating the 
land before sowing the wheat, as 
is done when wheat follow’s t h e 
early-maturing varieties s p a c e d 
normally. 
Studies show that a full-season 
hybrid planted on good land will 
yield as much per acre in 
rows 
spaced 60 inches apart as will ear­ 
ly-maturing hybrids planted at nor­ 
mal spacings for harvest 
before 
wheat planting time. 
The experts say that farmers 
who follow a corn wheat-meadow 
sequence can seed meadow grass 
in the standing corn grown at these 
wide row spaces.

Township has teen named as the 
top p-oducer in Pickaway Coun­ 
ty ’s Dairy Herd Improvement Pro­ 
gram during the last year. 
E a se ’s herd of 25 cows was 
tops in the county last year with 
an average of .W3 pounds of but­ 
terfat and 10,309 pounds of milk 
from each dairy animal. 
Second to Rase in the herd pro­ 
gram w as Alvin Recob, whose 18- 
cow herd produced an average of 
372 pounds of butterfat and 9.998 
pounds of milk. The 30-covv herd of 
E. R. and D. R. Lintner was third 
with an average of 370 pounds of 
butterfat and 9.518 pounds of milk. 
However, even though Rase, Re­ 
cob and the Lintner herds produc­ 
ed high, the average for all dairy 
anim als in the county last year was 
only 220 pounds of butterfat and 
only 5,500 pounds of milk per ani­ 
mal.

“ THIS AVERAGE cow is not a 
very profitable cow,” pointed out 
Extension Agent Larry Best. “ She 
will return her owner only a few 
dollars for his work.” 
In another sample, 250 animals 
were tested with an average of 330 
pounds of b u t t e r f a t and 8,004 
pounds of milk. 
“ This cow,” Best said, “ is return­ 
ing her owner a good return for his 
labor, 
but 
still under 
industrial 
wage rates. 
“ Tho only way to discover non­ 
profitable dairy cows is by testing. 
R. T. 
Blaney, production testing 
supervisor of the county, now has 
24 herds on a testing program .” 
In addition, the county dairy 
service 
unit has anounccd 
its ‘ 


breeding results in 
the county 
during the last year. 
Jim Courtright, breeding techni­ 
cian, reported that to date this year 
tm has artificially bred 1,301 differ­ 
ent dairy animals for the 336 m em ­ 
bers of the association here.
